Mr. McCutchen had.been ill of rheu- 
matism for several weeks, but neither 
his lamily nor his fiiends were appre- 
hensive of his condition and his sudden 
death came as a great shock A physi- 
cian was summoned from Louisville at 
an early hour Saturday morning, but 
did not arrive at the home of the suffer- 
er, till the latter had sunk into a coma- 
tose state, from which he never rallied.

Soon after he had charge of the 
school I was informed by one of the 
delighted trustees, "We do not want 
you to come to take his place." From 
that good day till this, when it is neces- 
sary for him to resign in order to con- 
tinue his law study in Louisville, Custer 
has enjoyed a constantly growingschool 
and a deepening interest in education. 

In addition to training and equipping 
several teachers, Mr. Walls has sent 
more pupils to the County High School 
than any other teacher. 

He leaves the Custer district with a 
splendid library of ISO volumes. Kach 
vear he has added the Pupils' Reading 
Circle Course, and he has so stimulated 
the desire for good reading that there 
are no unused books in the collection. 

In the ten years of his teaching he 
has taught eleven schools, the first four 
of which were at home, or so close that 
he boarded at home. 

Results in scholarship and the desire 
to prosecute an education in the High 
School and beyond, have bet-n secured 
by honest and thorough work in a well 
disciplened school. 

Order has been one of his first laws. 
His motto has always been: "Go after 
the grown-ups and the younger ones 
will follow;" and none were too old or 
large to "go after", while the years 
have shown none were too young to 
follow. 

If the bar's gaiu is to be equal to the 
school's loss, we congratulate the legal 
profession upon its promised accession. 

Natural ubility coupled with the 
training at t he Western State Normal 
at Bowling Green made him a front 
rank teacher. His work is his best 
recommendation, and from it we 
prophesy a success in the legal fieid.

New Railroad Between 

Owensboro And Hopkinsville 



Hopkinsville, Ky., Sept. 10 -Plans 
for a new railroad in Western Ken 
tucky were detailed last night by Pres- 
ident B. II. Kennedy, of the Owens- 
boro Bridge A Traction Company, and 
Secretary George Cox, of the Owens 
boro Commercial Club, before an en- 
thusiastic meeting of the Hopkinsville 
Business Men's Association. The visi- 
tors stHted that ample funds for the 
road's construction had been provided 
and asked for f.!,000 to pay half the 
expenss of a preliminary survey from 
Owensboro to Hopkinsville. The Hop- 
kinsville Association offered $6,000 in 
cash, payable when the line was con- 
structed. This counter-proposition was 
readily accepted. 

Messrs Kennedy and Cox stated that 
already *4, 51*0,000 bonds had been float- 
ed by an English syndicate to build a 
railroad bridge over the Ohio at Ow- 
ensboro and eighty- live miles of track 
to Klnora, Ind., connecting there with a 
direct line to Chicago. 

The proposed road from Owensboro 
to Hopkinsville would pass through 
rich and undeveloped mineral lands 
and forests, now having no shipping 
facilities, and connect here with the 
Tennessee Central railroad, giving con- 
nection with Nsshville and thence with 
Southern ports.

BUSINESS TOURISTS 

Germans Making Progress Fast- 
er Than Any Nation- The Ger- 
man A Business Man Through 
And Through -He Observes, 
Investigates And Estimates, 
Then Plans His Enterprise. 



GERMANS BUSY EVERYWHERE 



Unfair To Mr. Taft. 



Only a few week* ago a correspond- 
ent of The Sun. writing from Venice, 
called attention to the fact that the 
traveler encountered the German ev 
erywhere in Europe. Now cornea for- 
mer Mayor McClellan, filled with 
astonishment over the same fact. He 
declares that the Germans have plenty 
of money and that they are making 
progress faster than any other n*tion 
in Europe. All of which has long been 
patent to observant Americans travel- 
ing on the other side of the Atlantic 

The American error, however, lies 
in a general misunderstanding of Ger 
man standards. The German tourist is 
profoundly interested in all that lies at 
the basis of a nation's greatness, artis- 
tic, literary or social When he is in 
Italy he probes the record* of that 
country's art life. When lie is in 
France he seeks for the elements that 
have formed the present complicated 
structure of French humanity. 

When the American sees the Ger- 
man tourist doing this >ort of thing he 
puts the Teuton down as a mere tour- 
ist, a dreamer, a philosopher, mayhap 
even a poet. But he does not think of 
liiui as a business man Yet as h mat- 
ter of cold fact that is precisely wnat 
the Qsrmaa of to-day is. He is a busi- 
ness man through and 'through. In 
this country, if his methsds were bet- 
ter known, lie would be called an eco- 
nomist 

To be an economist is in the general 
opinion of Americans to be a theori/.er, 
a college professor, or at worst a ram- 
pageous magazine writer. That is not 
the kind of tconomist the up do date 
German business man is He travels 
everywhere, he observes everything, 
weighs everything, and estimates its 
activity in the lite of the people. Then 
he goes home and plans his business 
relations with that people on the foun- 
dation of his understanding of it. 

The GerniHn did not begin doing this 
•ort of thing lately. He began it a long 
time ago. That is why certain Ameri- 
can business men, seeking to open up 
new channels of trade in South America, 
found that the channels had already 
been cut and that they were entirely 
occupied by German commerce. A 
good many Americans who set out to 
begin trade with, let us say, Turkey 
or Bulgaria, will meet with the same 
sort of a surprise. The German tour- 
ists are indeed numerous. They over- 
run all Euroue. Hut most of them are 
German business men, and they are 
•fjrlag out the lands —New York Sun.
